DRAKE'S BOLD'DASH, 


THE ENGLISH HERO'S DAWNS *MD 


INTO CADIZ HARBOR. 


IF THOU HAOST NEVER SMItjEO." 


A. Feat of War That A*toni*b»d 


sod MovAd the Bra re Briton 
Boiict TbaftHe Had Singed th» B«ard of 
th* Kln» of SpAlau 


Burghley andWalslngham, you can se« 


from their letters,,believed now that Eliz- 
abeth had ruined herself at last. Happily 
her moods were variable as the weather. 
She was forced to see the condition to 
which she had reduced her affairs in the 
Low Countries by the appearance of a jium- 
l>er of starving wretches who had deserted 
from the garrisons there and had come 
across to clamor for their pay at her own 
palace gates. If she had no troops in the 
held but a mutinous aud starving rabble, 
she might get no terms at all. It might 
be well to show Philip that on one ele- 
ment at least she could still be dangerous. 
She had lost nothing by the bold actions 
of Drake and the privateers. With half a 
heart she allowed Brake to fit them out 
again, take the Buonaventura, a ship of 
her own, to carry his flag aud go down to 
the "coast of Spain and see what was going 
on. He was not to do too much. She sent 
a vice admiral with him in tbe Lion to be 
:i check on overaudacity. 
JQrake knew 


how to deal with embarrassing vice ad- 
mirals. His own adventurers would sail, 
if Ke ordered, to the mountains of the 
moon and be quite certain that it was the 
right place to go to. Once under way and 
on the blue water he would go his own 
course and run his own risks. 


Cadiz harbor was thronged with trans- 


ports, provision ships, powder vessels—a 
hundred sail of them—many of a thousand 
tons and over, loading with stores for the 
arrnada. There were 30 sail of adventur- 
ers, the smartest afloat on the ocean and 
sailed by tho smartest seaman that ever 
handled rope or tiller. Something might 
be done at Cadiz if he did not say too 
much about it. The leave had been given 
him to go, but he knew by experience, 
and Burghley again warned him, that it 
might and probably would be revoked if 
lie -waited too long. The moment was his 
own, and ho used it. He was but just in 
time. Before his sails were under the 
horizon a courier galloped into Plymouth 
with orders that under no condition was 
lie to enter port or haven of the king of 
Spain or injure Spanish subjects. Wnat 
else was he going out for? He had guessed 
how it would be. Comedy or earnest he 
could not tell. If earnest, some such or- 
der would be sent after him, and he had 
not an instant to lose. 


He sailed on the morning of April 12. 


Off Dshant he fell iu with a northwest 
gnle, and he flow on, spreading every 
stiteh of canvas which his spars would 
bear. In five days he was at Cape St. Vin- 
cent. On the 18th he had the white 
houses of Cadiz right in front of him and 
could see for himself the forests of masts 
from the ships and transports with which 
the harbor was choked. Here was a chanc* 
for a piece of service if there was courage 
for the venture. 
He signaled for his offi- 


cers to come on board the Buonaventura. 
There before their eyes was, if not the 
armada itself, the materials which were to 
fit the armada for the seas. Did they dare 
to go in with him and destroy them? 
Then were batteries at the harbor mouth, 
but Drake's marines had faced Spanish 
batteries at St. Domingo and Cartagena 
and had not found them very formidable. 
Go in? Of course they would. Wher* 
Drake would lead the corsairs of Plymouth 
were never afraid to follow. 


The vice admiral pleaded danger to her 


majesty's ships. It was not the business 
of an English fleet to be particular about 
danger. Straight in they went with a 
fair wind and a flood title, ran past the 
batteries and tinder a storm of shot, to 
which they did not trouble themselves to 
wait to reply. The poor vice admiral fol- 
lowed reluctantly in the Lion. A single 
shot hit the Lion, aud he edged away out 
of range, anchored and drifted to sea 
again with the ebb. But Drake and all 
tho rest dashed on, sank the guardship—a 
large galleon—and sent flying :i fleet of 
galleys which ventured too near them 
nnd were never seen again. 
Further resistance there was none—abso- 
lutely none. 
The 
crews oE tbe ships 


escaped in their boats to laud. The gov- 
ernor of Cadiz, the same Duke of Medina 
Siclonia who the next year was to gain a 
disastrous immortality, fled ''like a tull 
gentleman" to raise troops, and prevent 
Drake from landing. Drake had no in- 
tention of landing. At his extreme leisure 
he took possession of the Spanish shipping, 
searched every vessel and carried off ev- 
erything that ho could use. He detained 
as prisoners the few men that ho found 
on board, and then, after doing his work 
deliberately and completely, he set the 
hulls on fire, cut the cables and left them 
to drive on tho rising tide under the walls 
of the town—a confused mass of blazing 
ruin. 
On April 13 he had sailed from 


1 Plymouth. On the 20th he entered Cadiz 
harbor. 
On May 1 he passed out again 


without the loss of a boat or a man. He 
said in jest that he had singed the beard 
of the king of Spain for him. In sober 
proso he had done tho king of Spain an 
amount of damage which a million ducats 
and a year's labor would imperfectly re- 
place. 


The daring rapidity of the enterprise 


astonished Spain and astonished Europe 
uioro than tik- storm of the West Indian 
towns. 
Tho English had long teeth, as 


Santa Gnu had told Philip's council, and 
the teeth would need drawing before mass 
would be heard again at Westminster. The 
Spaniards wore a gallant race, and n dash- 
ing exploit, though at their own expense, 
could be admired by tho countrymen of 
Cervantes. "So praised," wo read, "was 
Drake for his valor among thorn that they 
said if ho was not n Lutheran there would 
not bo tho like of him in tho world."—

BOILING WATER WITHOUT.FlflJE. 


The Only Trick About It I* to Stir It long 


and Hard Enough. 


It is possible to make a jiail of v*Ater 


bui! without putting it ou the fire and 
without applying external heat to it iu 
any v.uy. Iu fact, you can make a pall of 
water boil by simply stirring it with a 
wooden paddle. The feat was performed 
iu the physical laboratory of Johns Hop- 
kins university iu Baltimore, and any oue 
may do it with a little trouble and perse- 
Viiruucv. 
' 


All you have to do U to place your wsfcer 


iu a pail—it may be ice water if necessary 
—ami stir it with a woodou paddle. If 
you keep at it long enough, it will cer- 
tainly boil- Five hours of constant and 
rapid stirring are sufficient to perform tJbu 
feat successfully. 
The water will after-a 


tfmo grow warm, aud thou it will grow 
hot—so hot, in fact, that you cannot hold 
your hand in it, and finally it will boil. 
Professor Aiues of Johns Hopkins annu- 
ally illustrates some of the phenomena of 
heat by having one of his students perform, 
thu trick in front of his class. It is a tire- 
feome job, but it is perfectly feasible. 


Tho point which Professor Ames wishes 


to illustrate is what is known as the me- 
chanical equivalent of heat. It requires 
just so many foot pounds of work to de- 
velop a. given quantity of lieut. By turn- 
ing the paddle in the water at a regular 
speed it is possible to find out just how 
much work is required to raise the tem- 
perature of water one degree. The best 
measurement so far ma'de, and' in fact 
the one which is accepted as the standard 
of the world, is that which was measured 
in Johns Hopkins university. 


Heat is developed in almost any sub- 


stance which is subjected to continuous or 
very violent action. It is an old trick for 
a blacksmith to forge without fire. Loug 
continued and violent hammering on cwo 
pieces of wire will heat them to such an 
extent that they can be welded together. 
A lead bullet, if shot directly at a stcne 
wall, will develop heat enough by the con- 
tact to melt and fall to tho ground a moi- 
tcu mass. There aro many other occasion* 
wherein this mechanical development ot 
heat becomes manifest.—Philadelphia In- 
quirer.

From the saw of the swordflsh single 


I and two edged swords were constructed. 


I In the case of the former tho teeth wena 
j carefully bharpened ou ono side and the 
| larger end cut down for a handle. It pre- 
] sents a formidable appearing implement 
| of carnage. \Vith the other the two edged 
I sides were preserved. In the hands of a 


muscular native these crude swords would 
make most frightful wounds. 


A third weapon of later date is a shaft 


cutlass shaped affair of iron. The Philip- 
pine islanders became expert as iron work- 
ers, and the ancient weapon shows how 
well the natives of old patterned their 
death dealing appliances. Tho handle of 
this iron sword is ornamented with tufts 
of hair and fanciful raised designs, in 
token perhaps of tho valuable qualities as 
a hair raising tool. 


A fourth weapon resemble': an exagger- 


ated meat cleaver of uninviting appear- 
ance, with a. sharpened cdgo ou one side 
ziud a long ]>oint ou the other, in solid 
iron, with a long handle. 


A Malay creese is the fifth weapon in 


the collection. These weapons were made 
by tho Visayas, a Malay tribe who inhabit 
the islands to the south of Luzon. Tho 
creeses are short swords of the dagger spe- 
cies, with esquisitely carved handles and 
graceful blades. 


In the Colonial museum at Madrid 


many other odd relics are preserved, in- 
cluding idols of tho natives. 
The princi- 


pal idol was of the male persuasion, the 
female being a lesser deity. Cast iron cau- 
non-and small swivel guns of the early 
natives, with their military uniforms, are 
also displayed there.—is'ew York Mail a>nl 
Express.

BORED BY A CLAY PELLET. 


A Hole Quickly Made In a Sheet of Iron 


an Inch Thick. 


A curious illustration of the power ot 


light matter to perforate harder substances i con,jnce(j 
when driven at a high velocity is men- 
tioned as having taken place in the Royal 
arsenal at Woolwich, England, lately. In 
the course of experiments on firing gas iu 
mines, conducted by Captain Cooper Key, 
R. A., under the home office, a special gun 
is employed to do duty for a bore hole with 
a charge of high explosive, and pressed 
cylinders of gray dry clay, 3 inches long 
and 1 7-S inches in diameter, are used to 
represent ti'.nipiug. These shots are made 
to act in various mixtures of air, coal 
dust, gas, etc., and to stop the course of j 
plug, etc. Eventually a cast iron target 
plato an inch thick was placed 25 feet in 
front at an angle of 45 degrees, in order 
to break tip everything into dust and 
throw it upward. 


After three or four shots with this ar- 


rangement the clay plug, weighing ~\< 
ounces, perforated the inch iron plate, 
aud tho hole thus made has steadily ex- 
tended since. Tho familiar tallow candle 
passing Through a door mu=t hide its head 
before a 7}j ounce plug of clay perforating
